Byers, who shocked his former 
NCAA colleagues last summer by crit- 
icizing toern in remarks at an awards 
banquet, is'writing a book titled 
"Unsportsmanlike Conduct — 
Exploiting College Athletes.” 
the book is being published by the 
University of Michigan press and “tells 
how toe system is, how it got that way 
and how it can be improved,” Byers 
said. * 


A widening circle of critics calling 
for direct compensation for big-time 
college athletes will find in Byers a 
powerful and unexpected ally. 

These include LSU basketball coach 
Dale Brown, who has been quoted as 
saying the system is particularly unfair 
to youngsters from disadvantaged 
backgrounds.
